Qn 
arriving at the Nattore station, the writer asked the station-master to deliver 
him his luggage, but'as the station-master was going towards the train for the 
luggage the train moved off. ‘The station-master then told the writer that: he 
wouid telegraph for the box which would return that very day. The box was 
received next day in a broken condition, and the weight which at the first 
weighment had been 2’ maunds and 12 seers was now found to be 2 maunds 
and 7 seers. On opening the box it was found that a valuable Benares: sari 
and some other cloths had been abstracted. The matter was reported to 
the Traffic Superintendent, and Rs. 112 was demanded as compensation.

The prices of all articles have risen in 
consequence of the excess of demand over supply, and the peasant’s taste 
for fine living has multiplied his wants. And so, external appearances and 
increased earnings notwithstanding, the peasant is now in debt, and eats 
insufficient meals throughout the year. The soil also yields less than 
before on account of epidemics and diminished fertility, 

The Indian artisan is on the point of ruin, Manchester has now 
become the Dacca and Santipore of Bengal, and almost all articles of daily 
use come from England. i 

The servant and the labourer are also in great distress. The accession 
of larger numbers of cultivators and artisans to their ranks has made them 
far too many for the work to be had in the country. It is true the wages 
of labour have increased. But that only.means increase in the prices of 
articles, and not increased demand for labour. 

The aristocratic classes have now smaller incomes than before, and 
therefore support fewer poor dependents. Landholding is not 80 rofitable a 
business as before, and landholders do not obtain high posts as in Mussulman 
limes. Many landholders have not capital enough for trades, and those who 
have capital have become so selfish and luxurious by their contact with 
Englishmen, that they are indifferent to their own and their country’s welfare. 

It is the middle cless that is suffering most. They cannot engage ma 
trade for want of capital, and fear of expensive litigation deters them from
